Lorpow, June 9.—The most appalling ac- 
counts are received of the sufferings of the 
people in Upper Egypt and along the scene of 
the expedition for the relief of Gordon. It is 
said that the inhabitants, driven desperate by 
starvation, feed on each other, while all kinds 
of animals, however loathsome, are eagerly 
sought for food. The wretched people fight 
with each other for morsels and hundreds are 
perishing daily. Failure of cfops is said to 
cause this awful misery, though the wars in 
which British ambition for territory has 
prominently g ure d have doubtless 
had th influence lu causing the fail- 
ure ofthe crops. Indeed, it is said that the 
slaughter of the male population left the dev- 
astated region without suofiicient male labor 
to cultivate crops. It is also asserted that at 
Sierra Leone and on the gold coast generally 
the British officials, being practically irre- 
sponsible for their conduct, are most brutal 
and tyrannical in their treatment of the na- 
tives, who are flogged and tortured at the will 
of their white masters. Meantime England is 
building a number of gunboats tor the work of 
Chritstanizing Africa. The boats are of shai- 
low draughtsoasto pase up the rivers into 
the Interior and win be mounted 
with a sufficient number of cannon to impress 
the natives with the advantages of civiliza- 
tion. 


The Fisheries Dispute. 
Ry Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcu. 

Sr. Jouns, Newfoundland, June 9.—One 
aspect ot tne fisheries dispute between New- 
foundiand and France will have a deep in- 
terest in the United States before long and 
will imdirectly affect the American fishing in- 
dustry unfavorably. Itis surprising that it 
has not yet been called to the attention of the 
authorities at Washington. Thenew bait act 
passed by the Colonial Assembiy which went 
into effect amonth ago, was intended as 
a retaliatery measure against the French 
by placing obstacies in their way of procuring 
herring, caplin and squid, which must be 
used as bait for cod and must be fresh. Fish- 
ing Vessels for years have been buyifg such 
bait in the villages on the west and north 
coast. The new law requires all foreign ves- 
sels to take out a license costing $1 a ton for 
every twenty-one days’ privilege of buying 
bait. On a hundred-ton schooner, therefore, 
there would be a $100 tax every three weeks, 
besides the cost of bait at about a dollar a 
barrel, the supply of which the new law 
limita to one barrel for every ton of the ves- 
sells burden. This is almed at the French, 
but the law could notso specify and it ap- 
plies to all foreigners. Therefore all Amer- 
ican fishermen on the banks will be affected. 
Large numbers of American bankers have 
been coming tothe west coast of Newfound- 
land for bait every season. This year there 
were a very few, only fifteen at Bay St. 
George, and the herring fishery is now over 
for the season. 

The new high tax law has driven Americans 
and Frenchmen to St. Pierre and elsewhere 
for bait and tempted one or two Americans, it 
i» said, to violate the law. Such violation 
caused the seizure of the American boat Bul- 
brook at Harbor Britain last week. 

There is.some discontent in the Newfound- 
land fishing villages on the coast because the 
law hes drivem away the American bankers 
who for years have bought bait, ice, supplies, 
etc., making a considerable trade for the poor 
people on the coast. The new bait act does 
not apply to Bay St. George, Frenchmen and 
Americans can call there for bait without pay- 
ing the license, but this ist. only place on 
the coast where the exorbitan ‘\icense is not 


exacted. 
The fishing season for herring is now about 


over and there is not likely to be any trouble 
from that source, as the French vessels are 
leaving the East and North coast. Cod fishing 
onthe banks does not lead to conflicts, but 
there may be trouble on the coast because of 
the lobster factories. There are many of these 
along the coast, both English and French. 
As a consequence of the modus vivendt, 
by which it is agreed that all canning 
factories erected since July 1 last year 
should cease, Capt. Sir Baldwin Walker of 
H. M. 8. Emerald, senior officer of the fleet, 
has issued orders notifying the several British 
factories to cease work. Some of these are 
known not to have obeyed and are working as 
usual. One large one at Bay St. George, 
owned by James Baird, a Britien subject of 
St. John, has ignored the orders and will pos- 
sibly be forcibly stopped. 

The English and French War ships have all 
left Bay St. George and are making a cruise 
along the coast to look for viplations of the 
law b, *obster men.

The laborers in most towns are in much the 
same predicament. Moreover, though their 
political ideas are fixed, their fanaticism and 
intolerance were until recently as pronounced 
as among the lowest social grades and since 
these defects bave scarcely been eradicated 
it will be dangerous to give the Conservatives 
a pretext to rekindle the passions which have 
torso longa time wrecked the realization of 
unlon. It is therefore the duty of the Liberais 
to abstain from warand thus checkmate the 
Conservatives, who long for a reign of 
oppression in the hope that they may be able 
to pose as liberators and deluge the country 
with bloodshed. The Liberals as a party have 
been slowly gaining ground through the 
press, the club, the schools and public meet- 
ings and three International Diets have 
already been held—tbhe first in the city of 
Guatemala, the secondin San Jose and the 
third in San Salvator in 1889. 

At the conference the question of federation 
was thoroughly discussed and ina manner 
that aroused the fears ahd distrust of the Con- 
servatives, who were wade to believe that the 
Guatemalans would be their rulers; that the 
chief city of that State was to be the capital 
of the Union; that the names of their 
republics would be erased from the 
books of nations; that every one of the 
departments would de despotically governed 
by Guatemalan military officers and that 
other similarly absurd changes would be 
made. Teople got excited and grumbioed, 
shook their heads, hesitated whether they 
should rebel openly or wait for further en- 
lightenment and finally resolved to adopt the 
latter course. At the first conference not a 
word was said about Guatemalan supremacy. 
Atthe second the matter was peacefully dis- 
cussed and atthe thirdthe peovnle began to 
see plainly the object of federation. They 
are now learning to distrust the evil whisper- 
ings of their ancestors and have resolved to 
place full confidence in the Liberals. 


The Slave Trade Growing. 


LONDON, June 9.—European powers do not 
seem to be making much progress in their 
professed object of suppressing the slave 
trade, which is more the pretext for seizing 
and apportioning Africa. The Red Sea trade 
in kidnaping children continues to flourish 
without any attempt being made for its sup- 
pregsion. Several thousands of these chil- 
dren are kidnaped from Africa every 
year and disposed of at various places 
along the Red Bes. where they are eubjected to 
terrible treatment. The fact that there is no 
fertile territory to be seized under the pretext 
of stopping the cruel trade in innocent and 
helpless humanity probably accounts for the 
circumstance that England doesn’t spare any 
of her immense fleet for that object, although 
the British station at Aden is 
very near the track of the 
slavers. Sofar from suppressing slavery on 
the east coast and along the Congo, the sys- 
tem is rather encouraged by the compensa- 
tion paid to slave owners for the labor of 
their human chattels, and the anxieties of 
the various European invaders of the dark 
continent to realize on their investments has 
made the traffic in slaves brisker than before. 


Arrival of the City of Rome. 


Liverroor, June 9%.—The Anchor Line 
steamer City of Rome, Capt. Young, which 
struck on Fastnet Rock at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning, during a dense fog while en route 
from New York, arrived here this morning. 
As the passengers were leaving the steamer 
they loudly cheered Capt. Young, who bowed 
his acknowledgments from the bridge. All 
accounts concur that the cabin passengers 
behaved with notable calmness at the time 
the steamerstruck. Most of them came on 
deck fully dressed. The fog was 80 dense 
that lights could not be seenashbip’s length 
away. Thesteamer was so close to the rock 
that.any one leaning directly over the bow of 
the steamer could touch it. Some ot the pas 
sengers saw people from the Fastnet Light- 
house looking over the rockatthem. One 
passenger allegesthat he reached from the 
steamer and plucked a flower that was grow- 
ing in a crevice of the rook on which she 
struck. There was intense excitement among 
the men passengers in the steerage when the 
steamer struck. Most of the passengers were 
gnorant of the fact that the forepeak was 
full of water until the steamer reached Liver- 
pool. 

The City of Rome will be placed in dock at 
Birkenhead to allow ofan examination being 
made of the damage she sustained. 


Londen’s Brutal Police. 


LONDON, June 9.—Several newspapers, con- 
svicuous among them the Daily News, severely 
censure the conduct of the police on the occa- 
sion of the anti-compensation to publicans 
demonstration in Hyde Park on Saturday, 
and Mr. B. Matthews willi certainly be called 
upon to make some explanation of their inter- 
ference with the parade from his piace in 
Parliament. As the Home Secretary and Mr. 
Munro, the Chief Commissioner of Metropol- 
tan Police, are alreaey at variance 
with one another, it is probable tnat 
the latter will be blamed for as 
much of the trouble as can 
uted to him. The News likens the action of 
the police to the repressive measures taken 
by Sir Charles Warren’s police at Trafalgar 
Square a few years ago, and predicts that if 
their growing arrogance is not soon checked 
the horrors of Mitcheltown will be transferred 
to the streets of London. 


Color-Line Prejadice, 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, June 9.—Nova Scotia 
has just afforded a extraordinary exhibition 
of color-line prejudice. When the Fisk Jubi 
lee Singers appeared in Halifax recently they 
were the guests of a Jeading hotel. They went 
to Bridgewater, the second largest town in 
Lunenburg County, and were there refused 
accommodations at any hotel or private bouse 
and had to drive twelve miles to Lunenburg 
to obtain supper and beds.

Boulaye, French Ambassador to St. Peters- 
burg, and effusively thanked the French au- 
thorities through that diplomat for the recent 
arrest of Nihilists in Paris. The Russian 
functionary also hinted that the Government 
would be particularily pleased to obtain the 
names of the Russian correspondents of the 
prisoners, disclosed by the letters captured by 
the Paris police. , 

Feodorovna, the Nihilist, was a close inti- 
mate of Sibida, with whom she w aimulta- 
neously arresied for having established a secret 
printing press for the publication of revolu- 
tionary pamphiets at Tagonron in South Rus- 
sia. She and Shihida were found guilty, and 
were exiled to Siberia, whence Fevdoroyna 
succeeded in escaping. 


Emperer William’s Guest. 


Pors pan, June 9,—On his arrival here this 
morning, in the course of his continental tour, 
the Crown Prince of Italy was received at the 
Station by Emperor William, who cordially 
embracod the Prince on his alighting from the 
train, The Emperor and his illustrious guest 
then proceeded lu a state carriage to the Stadt 
Schloss, and afterwards continued on to the 
new palace where they paid a visit to the Em- 
press with whom they took luncheon.

The Triple Alliance. 


PESTH, June 9.—Count Kalnoky, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs for the whole Monarchy, ad- 
dressed the Austro-Hungarian delegations to- 
Gay. He declared that the relations between 
the nations forming the triple alliance were 
clearer and firmer than ever before. During 
his speech he made a sympathetic reference 
to Bulgaria, whose position, he said, was 
being consolidated. Alluding to Servia, he 
said he regretted the excessive growth of 
radicalism in that country. 


Big Mexican Land Grant. 


Crrr OF MEXICO, June 9.—The Mexican 
Government bas granted to A. K. Owen, head 
of the Topolobampo co-operative colony, a 
zone of 31,000 square miles of land stretching 
from the Guifof California to the Rio Grande, 
together with a concession for a railway, tele- 
graph and telephone system 1,200 miles long 
with asnbsidy of $12,000 a mile. Owen has 
gone to New York to capitalize the conces- 
sion. 


Cattle Burned to Death. 


MONTREAL, June 9.—Fire in the Grand 
Trunk Railway stock yards yesterday burned 
thirty-seven cattle to death andten others so 
badly that they will probably have to be shot. 
There were over three hundered head of cattle 
in the sheds when the fire started, but all were 
safely gotten out except those burned as 
stated above. The loss amounts to about 
$10,000, and falls upon the stock yards com- 
pany. 


Suit for Libel. 


Lonpon, June 9.-—George Washington But- 
terfield, an American, has brought an action 
for libel against the Financial News, placing 
his damages at £100,000. The alleged libel 
consisted of a statement published by the 
Financial News aseerting that a mining opera 
tion in the United States, in which Mr. Butter- 
field was interested, was an imprudent and 
wild scheme.

A BAD WRECK, 


Two Freight Trains Collide on the 
Wabash Road With Disas- 
trous Results. 


Seven Men Killed, Fight Seriously 
and. Others Slightly Injured. 


Fifteen Race- Horses Also Killed in the 
Smash-Up—The Accident Occurs at au 
Carly Hour This Morning, Between War- 
renton and Truesdale, Mo.—A Telegraph 
Operator’s Mistake Causes the Trouble— 
Full List vf the Dead and Injured—Ru- 
mors Whivh Were Afloat in the City, 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

WARRENTOXR, Mo., June 9.—A bad wreck oc- 
curred at 1:25 this morning between this place 
andasmalitown named Truesdale, located 
one mile east of here. Two freight trains 
going In opposite directions collided, the 
locomotives coming together, and, both en- 
gines and a number of cars were badly demol- 
ished. A mistake of a telegraph operator 
in the employ of the company caused 
the trouble. In sending out the 
running time of a train he 
made a mistake of forty-five minutes by send- 
ing fifty minutes when he meant five minutes. 
One of the trains was loaded with race- 
horses belag shipped from Latonia, 
Ky., to Kansas City and the other with ordi- 
nary freight. Fifteen vaiuable race horses lost 
their lives in the accident and there were 
seven men killed and eight seriously injured 
and many more slightly burt.

The first news of the collision received at 
the offices of the Wabash company in this city 
was very meagre. They were notified that 
wo freight traing had a head-ends collision 


between Warrenton and Truesdale, and that 
both locomotives were demolished and sev- 
eral cars thrown from the track and 
badly damaged. One of the trains 
contained eight carloads of race-horses bound 
from Latonia to Kansas City. The borses were 
consigned to Bernard Corrigan, President of 
the Kansas City Jockey Club, and at the Wa- 
bash offices they did not know to whom they 
belonged. They merely knew that the horses 
were being taken from the Latonla meeting to 
the Kansas City meeting to race at the latter. 
General Superintendent Magee left on a 
special train for the scene of the 
wreck. They stated at the office that they 
had recefved very few particulara of the 
wreck. They said they had no knowledge of 
any one being killed and if there were any 
people killed the number could not have been 
large, they claimed, because it was a collision 
between freight trains and not many men 
were on the cars.

THE WORSHIP OF EXERCISE,

A Skeptic Whe Holds That Rest is Often the 
Needed Thing. 


From an Exchange. 

No doubt the ideal condition would be that 
in which we all exercised activity of every 
kindin suitable proportions—that in which 
there was due performance of function by all 
parts of the organism—for functional activity 
tends to preservation. But our existence is 
not ideal, and we have to take it as we find 
it. Most of us have to work the brain more 


or legs to the negiect of the bedy, and many 
have to work it far too much. It is this con- 
dition of things—the prevaient overwork of 
the brain and negiect of the body—which has 
led to the indiscriminate insistence of the 
necessity of exercise. 

But here comes the point. Brain and body 
do not stand one on each side as co-ordinate 
halves of the organism. The brain may be 
worked while the body remains idle, but the 
opposite is not possible. The body can not 
work and the brain remain idle; for the stim- 
ulus which sets the muscles in motion comes 
fromthe brain. Bodily exhaustion is not 
muscular but nervous, which explains the 
extraordinary capacity shown by muscles 
under exceptiona! stimulus, as in delirium or 
great mental excitement. 

The remedy for too much brain-work, 
therefore, is not the addition of bodily work, 
but less brain-work first of all. What the 
tired brain wants is rest, and exercise is not 
rest. Take the converse. Does any one 
recommend mental work tothe man who has 
had a hard day’s physical labor? Such a man 
is incapable of mental work. because his brain 
is exhausted even more than his muscles. 
What he wants is rest—to do nothing; and so 
he generally goes to sleep, which is the best 
and completest way of doing nothing.

Seme Curlous Deductions From the Regis- 
ters of Noted Universities.

Mr. Andrew Clark has recently compiled in- 
dexes to the register of the University of Ox- 
ford for the years between 1571 and 1622, the 
total names given in the register amounting 
to about 30,000. In this work the tendency at 
that period toward similarity in Christian 
names has been brought ‘out in a striking 
manner. Thus, more than 12 per cent of 
those who were students at Oxford in 
the last years of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries were found to be named 
John, more than 9 per cent were named 
Thomas, 8 per cent William, nearly 6 per cent 
Richard and 4 per cent Robert.

CIGARMAKERS’ STRIKE. 


FOUR SHOPS REFUSE TO ACCEPT THE NEW 


— — 


SCALE OF WAGES- 


Most of the Bosses Accedete the Demands 
Made, and the Union Is Confidant of 
Settling All Differences—The Harness- 
makers’ Strike—The Teamsters Expect to 
Strike ina Few Days. 


The cigarmakers’ strike is on. This morn- 
ing the men working in the different shops 
asked their bosses what disposition they had 
decided to make ofthe new price-list which 
had been tendered them on Thursday last by 
the workmen. A number ofthe shops granted 
the price asked, but a fewsaid they would 
not doit. Some wished to reserve their deci- 
sion for a day or two. 

Early last Thursday morning the new scale 
of wages adopted by Cigarmakers’ Union No. 
44 of St. Louis was presented to every manu- 
facturer. The demand has been indorsed by 
a popular vote of every cigarmakers’ union at- 
tached to the International, and is backed by 
that body, with over $400,000 in the treasury, 
which amount can be duplicated on call. 
There is but little trouble anticipated, how- 
ever. At outside figures not over 300 men will 
be involved. Unions affiliated with the 
Federation of Labor have not been beaten in 
this city yet, and if it comes to the worst the 
other branches of the organization in this city 
will also go out to assist the strikers. 

The new scale calls for from 31 to $ in- 
crease over the old scale, besides making 
provisions for“ Span ish work’’ and several 
other item ofminor importance. Lately 
there has been a demand for finer brands of 
cigars and Spanish work, aud the better 
and more careful workmanship demanded 
should be allowed for. : 

It has been some years since the cigarmak- 
érs have made any demand foran increase of 
wages, the old price list dating from Mayl, 


188, since which time the eight-hour workday 
was gained, with no increase in wages. This 
voluntary reduction of two hours, 
worked by piece, fell most somite | upon the 
slow men, and as employerhas heretofore, 
in this city, reaped tke benefits accruing trom 
the shorter workday. 

There are about 650 mien employed 
at the trade in St. Louis who belong to 
the union, and there are about thirtv who do 
not belong to any union. There are 285 shops, 
employing all the way from one man to 100 men, 
Forty-five shops,. which employ about two 
hundred meb, «> notified the , men 
this morning that the increase in 
wages asked for would be granted. 
Four shops, empleying sixty-five men, de- 
clined to grant the increase and the men 
waiked out, The seeretary of Union No. 44 
declined to give the namesof the shops in 
which the strike occurred, because they ex- 
pect that a settlement will de effected. A 
secret ye was held this morning, at 
which a committee consisting of five was ap- 
pointed to call on the shops which refused to 
grantthe increase. The strike may last two 
or three days, but itis expected that by that 
time everything will be settied 

The regular meeting on Friday night was 
well attended,and the utmost good spirit pre- 
vailed.

The harness makers held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon in their hall at 604 Market 
street. There were about two hundred collar 
and saddle makers also present and the out- 
look was discussed at length. The meeting, 


which was a secret one, lasted five hours. In 
consequence of the strike of the 
barnessmakers the material on which 
the others have been working has 
become practically exhausted, thus necessi- 
tating a cessation of work by the collar and 
saddie makers. Some of the latter protested 
against the strike because ft will throw them 
out of work, but the greater number looked 
atthe situation philosophicaily and agreed 
to do all they could to assist the harness- 
makers. It is not considered probablethat a 
strike will be necessary, as the men will prob- 
ably have to knock off work at any rate. 
Another secret meeting was held this morn- 
ing, but those who were present declined to 
discuss what occurred. 


The Teamsters. 


The teamsters who own their own teams are 
making active preparations for the strike 
which they expect to inaugurate within a short 
time. There are about 400 of them, and they 


are unanimous in the wish to effect a better 
scale of prices, as they claim the contractors 
have cut them down to the lowest possible 
notch. Two meetings were held yesterday, 
The one at Euterpe Hall was attended by 
about 250 teamsters. At Lothman’s Hall, 2200 
South Soventh street, a meeting was held at 
which about 150 were present. 


The Knights of Labor. 


The Knights of Labor, District Assembly 
No. 4, the outcome of Assemblies 191 and 17, 
which were disbanded about three months 
ago, held a meeting yesterday. They passed a 


resolution in favor of ‘‘Bill No. 260“ of the 
House of Representatives, introduced by Mr. 
Bynum of Indians on December 18, 1889. This 
bill is intended to punish counterfeiters of 
trade marks, labels, etc., and if passed will 
be of great benefit to trade organizations 
using a union label ou the products of their 
labor. The bill is now on the calendar in tne 
House of Representatives. A resolution was 
also passed opposing the passage of the Fed- 
eral election bill. A per capita tax of 30 cents 
was made for the benefitof the striking har- 
nessmakers. The assembly will endeavor to 
organize a protective law union. 


The Carpenters. 


The Stair-bullders’ Union has recently been 
organized as Local No. 594 of the Brotherhood 
Carpenters and Joiners of America. A meet- 
ing will be held Tuesday evening by the Car- 


penters’ Council and it is probable that they 
will pass resolutions upholding tbe strike of 
the Yeoman Stair-Buliding Co. employés.

The ores of the West, peculiarly 
adapted for certain classes of mapufactured 
articles, are smelted in Pueblo, Colo. ; Omaha, 
Neb., and Kansas City, Mo., and reach this 
point ‘‘unsilvered.’’ The leads of the West 
contain a proportion which

named, and the silver is sent 
in bars to New York, while the soft, refined 
lead is sent here m pigs. Last year the num- 
ber of 1 — 41 from all quarters was 
about 56,000 and it is expected that this will be 
swelied to 40,000 this year. 

A STEADY INCREASE. 

That the increase bas been steady for the 
past twenty-seven years can be seen from the 
regular annual report of the Becretary of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. The receipts are moch 
larger than the shipments and this means 
that the greater part of the pig lead sent here 
is used inthe manufacture of white lead and 
of articles for the plumbing trade. Of this 
Vast amount of metal not 20 per cent leaves 
this city in pigs destined to Eastern cities. 
For years rage dealers, envious 
of the prosperity of the St. Louis dealers 
in lead, have attempted to take the 
trade by every means, butso far have been 
unsuccessful, the geographical location and 
other natural advantages in favor of St. Louis 
too much to cope with. The stock of 
estern mines, as well as thé stock of 
Missouri! mines, is hold in this city, 
and this, with other influences, will 
serve to maintain this city in the position it 
has attained in this one line of commerce. 

es being the natural center for the re- 
ceipt and shipment from the Western and 
Missouri lead mines, and having within its 
limits the three largest white lead manufact- 
ories in the country, one of the largest smeit- 
ing works in the West, this city also has the 
advantage of being able to ship lead to New 
York or any other Eastern point cheaper 
than it can be sent from vos { estern city. 
Though not generally credited with the honor, 
St. Louis is the seat and stronghold of the en- 
tire lead trust, and for the same reason that it 
is the lead market of the country. In locating, 
the ploneers in the white lead business select- 
ed a plant where rates would not be made to 
discriminate so tly as to shut them off 
entirely from all competition, and where 
the business could be oarried on on the most 
economical basis. The advantages enjoyed 
by the white lead manufacturers in this city 
are shown in the immense works and facto- 
ries of the three concerns whose product 
places this city at the head of the list in the 
manufacture of white lead. During tbe year 
1889 these three factories produced between 
18,000 and 20,000 tens of white lead vaiued at 
about 6100 per ton. It wasaslight increase 
over the preceding year, but it was also a 
disappointment to the managers, who pre- 
dicted & much larger business. The causes 
whieb led to the disappointment last year, 
as wellas this year, were many. Pig lead 
was held and went up in —— and white 
lead went up accordingly. The price was too 
high and the sales dropped off. Last year this 
raise came inthe spring, when the building 
trade was briek. The mixed point dealers saw 
their opportunity and began pushing their 
goods with all their vigor. They were partly 
Aided in this by the jobbers, whose margins 
were cut nto 5 the manufacturers 
in an endeavor to reduce theprice. Another 
cause which was very apparent was the fall 
wre ofcrops in the North and Northwest, 
which is a great fieid for St. Louis white lead. 
The output last year was but 18,000 tons, when 

it was expected the factories would sell 25,000 
tons. This year will prove another off-year 
for the business, and instead of maxing 

,000 to tons as anticipated, the 
factories will turn out about 15,000. The 
causes for this siackéning up are as apparent 
as that of last year. Pig lead is stili high and, 
white lead being advanced to meet the raise,

EFFECTS OF STRIKES. 

The strikes of the present year have also 
held back many orders and next year, the 
white lead companies claim, wilibe avery 

year, as it follows two very poor ones. 

This had been a bad year indeed for the two 
shot manufacturers in thiscity, though St. 
Louis oan still claim to be the largest shot 
manufacturing and selling market in the coun- 
try. For nearly two years, bowever,the bust 
ness bas almost been run at a loss, so bitter bas 
been the competition with Eastern manu- 
facturers and so fiagrant has the dis- 
crimination in freight rates been. Some time 
ago the rates from New York to Texas were as 
cheap as from St. Louie to Texas. There is 
$500,000 invested iu the twoshot towers here 
and they consume about 6,000 tons of pig lead 
each year. The war isetill on with Eastern 
manufacturers, but the local shot makers are 
holding their own and stand some chance of 
coming out winners in the end. 

There ie no line of trade in St. Louis in 
which there bas been a greater increase in the 
volume of business, and all new business at 
that, than in the lead pipe, plumbers’ ana 
sanitary supplies. Of the 40, tons of lead 
ebipped to this peed each year the white lead 
manufacturers take about 50 per cent and 
about 20 per cent is shipped East and to Obi- 
cage. The shot manufacturers take a small 
portion ofthe remainder, and what is left 
goes into the manufacture of plumbing sup- 
plies. Only a few years ago ail 
supplies, with the exception of lead 
pipe and sheet lead were bought in New York 
and Boston, and country orders to this city 
were filed on demand in the East. To-day 
jew orders leave thie city for ordinary sup- 
plies, such orders being limited now to 
patented appliances for sunitary plumbing, 
which are made in Eastern factories. Not 
Only are the orders not being sent East, 
bus the local dealers who some time ago 
merely actedas agents for Mastern bouses 
are now making the same articies and 2 
them in the feld against the old establishe 
houses and gaining customers and more terri-

A NEW MISSION. 


Money Raised for a Good Work to Be Un- 
dertaken by Rev. Dana W. Bartlett. 


Rev. D. W. Bartiett, known to many for hie 
interest in the Associated Charities, now in 
such successful operation, has for three years 
been engaged in workin the region lying 
about the old Bowery Theater on Third street 
near Biadle, using the old theater as his mis- 
sion rooms. The Important real estate and 
businéss changes taking place in that section 


of the city have for some time made it man!i- 
fest thata centerof work should be found 
somewhat further back from the levee. A 
year agoa large tent was secured and set 
up on Cass avenue near Eleventh 
street. Work was carried on during the 
summer, both there and in the theater. When 
cold weather came the new work was 80 well 
established tbat provision had to be made to 
maintain it. The tent was boarded over and 
roofed, and in this form has been in continual 
use. Four services of different kinds are heid 
in it every Sunday, with meetings every even- 
ing of the week. The hot weather has of late 
rendered it very uncomfortable. 

A few weeks ago the fine property, 1438 to 1437 
North Tenth street, was purchased and the 
title taken by the City Missionary Society, 
which supports Mr. Bartlett, and a lady vis- 
itor, Miss Tilson. The property contains two 
double tenements, into one of which Mr. 
Bartiett has already moved with his family. 
They will be the center of a down-town work, 
which it is hoped will in time partake of the 
character of what is known in ndonand in 
New York as the College Mission, where edu- 
cated people who want to be helpful to the 
poorer classes will live among them and 
strive by personal contact and personal in- 
fluence to teach them alltbat is best and in- 
spire them to new hope. Mr.and Mrs. Bart- 
jett are highly cultivated people who have al- 
ready had considerable experience, and are 
giving themselves with much devotion to the 
work. 

A small hall is needed to complete the equip- 
ment. Within the last day or two nearly $4,000 
have been secured by the generosity of many 
ot our best known business men and several 
large-minded ladies; plans are in preparation, 
and itis expected thatthe contract for the 
buliding willst once be let, and the work 
pushed forward for occupancy in the autumn. 

The building will be 31x63 witha handsome 
pressed brick front on the street. It will con- 
tain a high basement with large reading and 
class rooms, and a comfortable auditorium on 
the main floor. In time as the work developes 
the building may be extended in the rear 
where is an open area of 60x40 feet.

Butler Will Explain Next Wednesday— 
Garnished His Bank Acceunt—Legal

An unusual point in the paying of special 
tax bills was decided by Judge Valliant this 
morning in the case ot Joseph Wolfort vs. the 
city of St. Louis and Allen & Vieth. contractors. 
Mr. Wolfort leased 60x100 feet of ground on 
Broadway and Florida street In June, 1889, and 
agreed to pay all the taxes and assessments 
against the property. In April, 1889, Florida 
street was paved with granite and 
Wofort’s property was assessed to 
pay $481.31. The bill was against, 100 
feet on Florida street, and after paying 
it Mr. Wolfort discovered that he had leased 
two lots, and that the assessment should have 
been made on the sixty feet front on Broad- 
way. He entered suit to recover the differ- 


ence and the city fled a demurrer to the pe- 
tition, passing upon which Judge Valliant 


says: 

Te the facts stated in the plaintiff’s peti- 
tion are true, and for the purposes of this de- 
murrer they must be taken as true, the spe- 
cialtax bill was invalid, and the plaintiff 
would bave been justified In refusing to pay 
it; and if he had so refused and had been sued 
on the bill, he could have successfully 
defended his property against the 
claim. The facts were pecullarly 
within his knowledge, or, what isthe same 
thing lu law, they were facts of which he was 

eculiarly possessed of the means of know- 
ng. Under such circumstances his legal at- 
titude is that of a man to whom a bill is pre- 
ssnted for payment which de is under no ob- 
ligation to pay, vet he vé@luntarily elects to 

ay it and does so. Under such circumstances 
tis a mere voluntary payment whicb he can- 
not recover, certainly from a third party. The 
demurrer is sustained.’’

THE INTEREST CENTERED IN THE NEW AP- 
POINTMENT FOR STREET COMMISSIONER. 


The Opis ion Prevails That the Mayor Was | 
Only Joking When He Spoke of Appoint- 
ing Jere Fruin—Conduit Bills in the 
Counci]l—The Street Sprinkling—City Hall 
Matters. 


The Council will meet to-morrow evening 
and the officials at the City Hall are expecting 
to see the Mayor submit another name for 
Street Commissioner, His first selection, Mr.

The political friends of the Mayor made 
their usual calis at the Executive Department 
of the City Government only to be informed 
thatthe Mayor bad business outside of the 
City Hall and for that reason was prevented 
from coming to his office. 

The friends of William Freudenau of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward started a boom for him 
this morning and his name was spoken of 
very freely about the City Hall. His friends 
who called to see the Mayor were disap- 
pointed in not finding him. Mr. Swift is un- 


derstood to be committed to Mr. Freudenau’s 
candidacy. 

A friend of the Mayor sald this afternoon 
that as near as he could learn the Mayor 
would not send any name to the Council to- 
morrow evening, 4 to let the 
matter rest until the next meeting. He 
also said that the apparent breach created be- 
tweenthe Mayor and Counoll, resulting from 
the Brennan matter, would soon be healed, 
and that the next name sent to the upper 
branch of the Assembly would receive better 
treatment.

Added 
to this is the fact that the St. Louis Piow 
Works are in the immediate vicinity, which 
keep up such a constant hammering and 
other noises that it is impossible to hear any 
signal, either of bell or whistie, which an 
approaching train may make.

A SOLDIER'S WOES, 


John Alex. Wines Tells the Court of the 
Troubles and Daggers He Eadured. 


John Alexander Wynes, alais Jobn W. 
Wines, was arraigned in the United States 
District Court this morning, charged with 
faisely representing himse!f as an agent of the 
Pension Office and with fraud. Wynes was 
caught at Salem, Dent County, Mo., and 
brought to St. Loulsafew days ago. He is 


suffering from a spimal affection and cannot 
walk alone, but he was helped into the court- 
room by Deputy United States Marshal At- 
kinson and he took his seat upon a table just 
before the bench. He wore a soldier’s uni- 
form, a big sombrero and chewed inces- 
santly upon a quid ot tobacco. He pleaded 
net guilty and told a tale of wanderings 
and misfortune that might have had its effect 
upon the.court had he not produced docu- 
mentary proof that he bad misrepresented 
nimself ana passed himselfoff for his own 
father. He had told the people of Dent 
County that he had been in the army and hes- 
itatea when Judge Thayer asked him if he 
had been lu the war, but finally admitted that 
he had not. He produced his discharge papers 
from the army, which showed that he had en- 
listed April 4, 1872, and been discharged April 
4, 1877. When Judge Thayer asked him where 
he had been during the years which have 
passed since he had left the service he said 
that before he was discharged he was sent 
| from a fort in Arizona with a sergeant’s guard 
as escort to one of the officers. The 
escort wagon was driving along a road on 
the edge of a biuff when it was 
attacked by a band of hostile Apaches who 
were then on the war path. The Indians sud- 
denly came out from among the trees on the 
hill above and fired down upon the Si oe and 
its occupants. An arrow struck the bead 
mule and he whirled and dashed down the 
side of the bluff, dragging the other mules 
andthe wagon with him. The wagon was 
overturned and Wynes was thrown out. It 
fell on him and crushed his breast, and he re- 
ceived injuries which resulted in spinal and 
lung troubles. When hewas discharged he 
was employed by the Quartermaster to drive a 
team, but he could not stand the work, so he 
returned to his old home at Springfield, III. 
He stayed there for a month or two, then went 
to the St. Joe lead mines, but they closed 
up about three weeks after he arrived. From 
there he went to Iron Mountain and hauled 
wood for three days, but that work was too 
hard for him and he went to Salem, Findin 
nothing to do there he returned to Springfiel 
and remained there until he was compelied to 
go into the hospital for treatment, about two 
years ago. After he had been there about 
three weeks he went to the Soldiers’ Home at 
Quincy. He took his discharge there and 
went to the Home at Dayton, O. He only 
spent a week there and moved to the Home at 
Erie. Pa. Thephysicians at each of these 
places gave him up and told him that they 
could do * or him. He would event 
wally die of his spine and lung trouble and 
they could not make him well. From Erie he 
went to Washington, D. C., to see if he could 
finda physician there who could cure him but 
he falied, so he left Washington and went 
West to Kansas City, then down to Salem. At 
Salem he lived first with one, then with an- 
other, always with members of the G. A. R., 
and he represented himeelf as an old soldier. 
He denied that he 1 Dbimself off as a pen- 
sion agent, but said thatsome of the people 
down there were entitled to n and 
some who did net write EKnglish got him to 
write their letters of application for them. 

Didn't you tell them that you were a mem 
ber of the G. A. R., asked Mr. Reynolds. 

No,“ said Wynes; ‘‘I told them that I was 
qualified to be. 

Lou told them that you were employed by

The Rate Situation, 


CuicaGo, III., June 9.—A dispatch from St. 
Paul, Minn., says: President Roswell Miller 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul speak- 


ing about the rate situation and the best pos- 
sible way of encompassing & permanent 
restoration of rates said: The settlement 
of the present rate difficulties can to my mind 
only be effected bya return tothe pooling 
system in vogue prior to the pass of the 
Interstate commerce law. While this system 
was not perfect In ite workings at that time I 
think it can be re-established and put in force 
in such a way as to bring about a permanent 
settlement of rates. The reason for the dis- 
satisfaction which existed in days gone by was 
that the several roads had divers irregular 
ways at their command to defeat the purposes 
ofthe pool. These are now prohibited by the 
‘interstate law. Yes, I think the law will be 
amended sothat some form ofa division of 
freight traffic will be permitted. The people 
want stability of rates Which shall be perma- 
nent and lasting. It is the fluctuations in rates 
which brings about more discriminations 
against gertain localities than any 
cause. division of traffic will 1 

hese things as to freight traffic. The agree - 
ment we now have in effect are doings 
inthelr way, and we are each day growing 
nearer a settlement of the differences now 
existing. Some ofthe more serious ot these 
have been amicably adjusted, but I do not see 
any way by which the desired end can be fully 
attained, both as to passenger and freight 
traffic, except by the formation of a pool. A 
division of traffic will answer so far as freight 
is concerned, but for the control of passenger 
rates we must bavea pool. Passengers can- 
not be diverted as can dead tonnage. a

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GRANTING FRANCRHISES- 

An application for an additional gas 
franchise is pending and thé great argu- 
ment in the Municipal Assembly for 
granting it win ot course be that compe- 


tition will cheapen gas to consumers. 
St. Louis and many other cities have 


learned to their cost that there will be no 


competition where profitable combination 
is practicable; that provisions against 
such combination are evaded in one way 
or another, and that the increase of 
plants combinable under one manage- 
ment only means in most cases increased 
capitalization, increased cost of produc- 
tion and price of product. 

The granting of municipal franchises 
for any business purpose without reserv- 
ing to the municipality all the profits 
above a remunerative percentage, and 
thus securing the ‘‘unearned increment“ 
to the community at large, has been the 
great blunder and crime of municipal 
government in this country. In every 
leading city it hag poured into private 
pockets many millions of dollars which 
should have gone into the municipal 
treasury for the relief of tax-payers. If 
the interests of the public had been prop- 
erly protected in the granting of gas, 
street railway and other franchises, St. 
Louis would have been by this time out of 
debt, with a grand new city hall paid for, 
and in receipt of revenues from her fran- 
chise assets enabling her to get on with 
greatly reduced taxation. Her gas plant 
would have been as profitable to her and 
rendering as cheap service to her people 
as her water-works. 

In every city of this country there are 
plants built upon municipal franchises 
that are worth five or six or perhaps ten 
times the amount of the original invest- 
ment. The people are paying rates based 
upon a capitalization four-fifths of which 
represents only so much unearned in- 
crease of value which should have been 
reserved to the city. The contrast in this 
respect between Birmingham in England 
and our American cities is really start- 
ling. 

Henceforth it should bea fundamental 
and immutable law that no fran- 
chise shall be granted to a private 
or quasi public corporation with- 
out ample and effective provision for 
securing to the city a proper share in the 
present and prospective profits, especially 
the increase from the city’s growth.

SENATOR PLUMB’s plan for depriving 
the trusts of the increased tariff protec- 
tion which the McKinley bill would give 
them is to provide by an amendment that 
any importer shall be entitled toa re- 
mission of duties on his imports when he 
can prove that the American manufacture 
of similar articles is controlled by a trust.

KESHINA RESERVATION. 


Religious Controversies the Cause of the 
Bad Feeling Among the Indians—An Out- 
break of the Beds Looked for by the 
Lumbermen of the District—Woerk of the 
Missionaries. * 


By Telerrabd to the Posr- Darren. 
ILWAUK EE, 
Wis., June 9.— 
The last re- 
ports from the 
Keshena Reserva- 
tion are that there 
ig no change lu the 
situation, but the 
Indians seem to 
have settled dowa 
witha sullen de- 
termination to at- 
tain thelr end at 
all hazards. The 
formal transfer of the agency has not yet 
taken piace, and probably will not tor several 
days. Thisevent will precipitate whatever 
trouble is likely to occur. The 
Indians are not slow in ayowing their 
determination not to recognize Mr. Kelsey as 
their agent, and say noone other than Jen- 
nings can representthe Government at Ke- 
shena. Meanwhile Agent Jennings maintains 
that he will not surrender the agency records, 
supplies, books, etc., until everything is re- 
ceipted for and accepted as correct. This Mr. 
Kelsey will not do until he has personally ex- 
amined every piece of Government property 
on the reservation. The most conservative 
lumbermen and others who are acquainted 
with reservation matters assert that the In- 
dians will make trouble when the time comes, 
but just what that trouble will be no one pre- 
tendsto know. Inspector Hisney, Agent Kelsey 
and several other miaor officials are still at 


Keeshena. 4 
TROOPS READY. 


Secretary Proctor has wired Agent Kelsey 
that troops will be sent whenever he demands 
them, but the agent wishes to try and get 
through without them, In case they have to 
be called in they will probably be sent from 
Fort Snelling, as a battalion from there under 
command of Col. Mason is to go in camp with- 
ina few weeks with the Wisconsin National 
Guard and the Wisconsin Rifle Association at 
Camp Douglass, which is close to the Indian 
reservation. If troops. are called in it will 
be the first time they have been used 
since the Indian scare of 1861, at the 
time of the Sioux massacres in Minnesota. 


From authentic reports received from the 
reservation there seems to be no doubt that 
the underlying trouble is a church war. The 
reservation has been for years in charge of 
the Episcopal and Methodist Ohurches, the 
Roman Catholics having charge of the other 
Wisconsin reservation. 

During the past few years the Oatholics 
have been trying to get a foothold in Keshena 
and have been assisted by Agent Jennings, 
who is a member of that cburch. 

Bishop Grafton of the Episcopal Church, in 
whose diocese the reservation is situated, in 
a recent circular asking tor money for 
new buildings, makes tle following severe 
charges: ‘‘During the past few years the 
United States ndadian Agent has been 
a Romanist and zealous partisan for his 
church. In making my first visit abouta 
year ago I found he had appointed the same 
day for making certain payments to the tribe 
which compelled a number of the young men 
to be away andthe missionary lulormed me 

revented their confirmation. A number of 

ndians desiring to send their children to 
Indiaa schools at Randolph and Carlisle were 
told by the agent that he could send them free 
— expense in as good sehools off the reserva - 
tion, 
THE NEW MISSION, 

On the deathof Mr. Goodnough, an Epis- 
copal missionary, a Roman mission was estap- 
lished on the conflues of the reservation and 
priests began to visit thé Indians. :Certificates 
of membership to a Roman society filled out 
with the names of our prominent church 
members and acknowledging the payment of 
dues by them were anonymously sent about. 
The Roman authorities petitioned the Govern- 
ment to give them a grantof land and thus 
allow them to enter the reservation and rect 
achuroh. They tried to énlist the sympathies 
of the Indians by promising them schools. 
Forty-three men, women and ohildren were 
induced to sign a petition to the Government 
asking for the Roman church. 

It is obvious that an agent who has the 
power of appointing various officers and 
making donations of farming implementa, 
putting children in schools, ete., can exerta 
very persusive influence upon the timid atid 
needy. The Government directed the agent 
to eall the tribe togéther in council to see 
whether land and permission should be given 
to the Uatbelics. The agent called the coun- 
cil, notin the accustomed place, the Council 
House, but at one whith on account 
of the spring floods was inac- 
cessible to many. An official sympatpi- 
zer was sent to notify those supposed to be in 
favor of the Catholics, but, in the official no- 
tice sent to be read in the church, the purpose 
ofthe meeting was not stated, consequentiy 
there was a small attendance. Thiity-nine 
are known to have voted against it. Itis 
claimed that sixty were in favor of it, but this 
is Very doubtfyl asa number of names were 
put to the petition wno were not present and 
Otehrs say that they signed through threats 
and promises. The real mind of the tribe was 
shown on a subsequent occasion 
when, the matter being put to vote, 134 men 
voted that they did not desire the Roman 
Church and forty declined to vote. It is this 
same influence that is ina great measure re- 
sponsible for the condition of affairs at 
present.’’The situation is very much strained, 
and there is no telling when some young buck 
will commit an overt act and cause trouble. 


A Shot Frem Ambush. 


MILES Orrr, Mont., June 9.—One night not 
long ago twenty Indians stole 3,000 to 4,000 
pounds of beef from James Ferguson’s rauch.

WONG CHIN FOO, 


The Checkered Career of the Journalist— 
Why He Came to America, 


By Telegraph te the Post-DispaTou. 

NEW Tonk, June 9.—Wong Chin Foo, the 
Chinese reporter, believes that he is going to 
be the victim of a murderous plot because of 
his zealousness in rescuing the pretty Chinese 
girl Suen Yee from Lee Khi and worse than 
slavery. Lee Khi, as has already been told, is 
charged with purchasing Suen Yee from Ah 
Moon, a Chinese sport, and detaining her 
against ber will at his Mott street home. Wong 


brought the attention of the police to the case 
and had little Suen Yee turned over to Christ- 
lan friends. Lee Khi was arrested and now 
Wong has the enmity of the Chinese colony. 

Lee Khi’s examination will take place to- 
morrow, when ail the parties to the case will 
appear. Lawyer Price represents the defend- 
ant and Col. Berther and A. B. Hummel are 
looking after Suen Yee’s interest. 

Wong Chin Foo is probably the only Chinese 
journalist in the United States. He is 86 years 
oid, but to the casual observer he might be 
either 18 or 50. He is short, slight, wears no 
queue and dresses in the American fash- 
ion. He was born ln Northern China in the 
Province of Shantung, formerly called the 
Kingdom of Loo, then the dirth- 
place of Confucius. Wong says he is the 
only Chinaman in this coyntry from Northern 
China. His father was once a prosperous tea 
merchant but in his ola age became bankrupt. 
W ben l years ola Wong was adopted by a Mr. 
Holme,s then United States Consul at Chefoo 
who educated bim. He was the bri htest 
scholar atthe mission school. When Consul 
Hoimes was killed by the pg ge Mrs. 
Holmes brought little Wong to this country 
and sent him to Columbia College, — > 2 
ton. Wong was made much of at the capital, 
as at the time he was the only Chinese boy in 
the Eastern States. He returned to China 
with Mrs. Holmes in 1869 and was givep an ap- 
pointment as interpreter in the Imperial Cus- 
tom House atthe portof Shanghai. He was 
married and after being in the Custom- house 
for a year was transferred to Chin Kiang, on 
the banks of the River Yang Tse Kiang, which 
was guarded by a garrison of 3,000 Tarters. 
The fact that China was ruled by Tartars or 
Manchoo soldiers, as he calls them, was very 
distasteful to Wong. He was only 19 years 
old, and with the aid of several friends he or- 
ganizeda sort of secret revolution society. 
He was made English Seoretary and enlisted 
the sympathy of several foreign officers who 
were stationed at Chin Kiang. Soon the or- 

anization was 4,000 men strong, and it was 

ecided to surprise the tarters on the third 
moon in 1874. With Chin Kiang captured, the 
conquest of China would be only a matter of 
time, for thiscity was the strongest in the 
empireand the gateway to Nanking. Loo 
Chow, Young Chowand Chang Hal — — 
the plot before the time set for the uprising, 
and Wong barely escaped the Tartars by 
speedy flight. 6ix foreign officers were cap- 
tured and banished from the country and the 
figurehead of the revolution, Yung, was be- 
headed in the public square. Wong 
wandered through the jungles of the 
Province of Honan for several weeks. 
When he ventured — 8 a highway he 
would see at a guide post his picture and the 
announcerent of the reward offered for his 
head. A Chinaman to whom Wong applied 
for aid threatened to turn him over to the 
authorities unless he gave him 500 taels. 
Wong met his wife at this man’s house and 
after reflection, paid over the money an 
again went on his way. The Obinaman 
proved treacherous and notified the autbori- 
ties of Wong’s presence. A posse was sent 
out and he came nearly falling into their 
hands. At last he made his 9 to Japan 
and embarked for this country. uring the 
voyage across the Pacific he discovered that 
there was a gang of siave-dealers on board, 
with twenty-three Chinese girls bound for the 
dens of San Francisco. ong notified the 
captain, and through his efforts the giris were 
released andthe slave-drivers locked in the 
hold. The tables were turned when San Fran- 
cisco was reached. The drivers were released 
and Wong was removed from his cabin quar- 
ters to the forecastic, where he anaged to 
smuggle two notes ashore, one addressed to 
the Chief of Police and the other to Mission- 
ary Gibson. As a result, the girls were freed 
and sent back op the steamer, and the slave- 
drivers were punished. Wong found San 
Francisco altogether too hot for him, and so 
he hurried on to Chi o. At the windy city 
his irresistible inclination to pose as the 
champion of his race got the better of him 
again. This time Bo Haka, one of his 
countrymen, was being imposed upon and 
eheated by his fellow-washermen. Wong 
brought the case into court, pleaded for Bo 
and won the case. Asaresult he was nearly 
mobbed at his home on Olark street. A gang 
of desperate Chinamen assailed him and after 
cruelly beating bim ran away. Wong then 
came to New York and with the exception of 
a few trips about the we as a lecturer 
has been here ever since. @ is a graceful 
writer.

Chicago is the only 
estern city which does a business to com- 
pare with this, Cincinnati and other 
* falling far behiad. The business here 
as made wonderful strides, having more 
than doubled within the past three years. 
This year it promises to © at 
least 25 per cent greater than last 
„There are a couple of very large 
bbing houses inthis line located nere aad 
he city is constantly acquiring new territory. 
American manufacturers have reduced prices 
to such an extent that no foreign plate glass 
can now profitably imported 
and as * result the interior 
cities now socupy as favorable a position as 
New York, Philadelphia and other seaports. 
In fact they are even better situated, as they 
are nearer the points of production 
than the seacoast cities, and the iat- 
ter cannot compete with them ex- 
cept in the territory immediately sur- 
rounding them. The reduction of the rates 
irom Denver west to the Pacific coast has 
thrown open that whole section to St. Loule, 
which is now shipping there exclusively. St. 
Louis is at the present time as large, if not a 
larger holder of window glass than any other 
city in the country. 
LARGEST IN THE UNITED STATES. 

As has been stated, St. Louis is the home of 
one of the largest flint glass monufacturing 
establishments in the United States. This is 
the (Crystal Plate Glass Co., which has its 
omices and headquarters in this city, though ite 
works are located at Crystal City, Mo., a point 
about thirty-five miles South of here, on the 
Missiseppi Kiver. It is distinctively a St. Louis 
concern, for in addition te having its offices 
hers it was started by St. Louis capital and 

all the stock is owned in 
olty. The company owns the 
town where the works are located, but all the 
supplies for the place come from St. Louis. 
The city is connected with the Iron Mountain 
road by the Crystal Rallway, which was 
bullt by the lass company. At 
Crystal ity the Crystal Plate Glass 
Co. has about 800 acres of ground on which 
there is an inexhaustable supply of sand as 
pure asanyinthe world. There are over 800 
poeple employed at the works at Crystal 
ity, and a great many more are 
indirectly empioyed for the business. The 
company has extensive coal mines at Free- 
donia, III., where they take out all the coal 
used by thém, and where there are between 
three and four hundred workmen en 
gaged. They also mine thelr own 
sand, make their ov fron and brass castings 
and thelr own pots. The works rua night and 
day, Sundays excepted. There are between 
three and four hundred dwellings at Orystal 
Olty which are all owned by the com- 
pany, and just outside the company’s 
piace is the incorporated town of Festus, 
which contains about 500 houses.

How the Extras im Barnum & Bailey's 
Nero“ Are Belected, 


The big Barnum 4 Balley show started in 
on Its second day in St. Louls under some- 
what unfaverabie circumstances, but bright 
and early everybody was up and doing. The 
canvas men were at work tightening the 
ropes and looking after their canvases. 
Gangs with picks and shovels were making 
the rings, running drains around the edge of 


the tent and leveling off the ground inside the 
huge dome of canvas. The performers were 
burnishing up their trappings and getting 
ready forthe parade. Early in the moruoing 
a very mixed crowd of men began to 
assemble around the stage door. 
Bome of them looked hungry and some looked 
a littie worse for wear. They had come in 
answer to an advertisement in yesterday's 
PoOsST-DIsPATCH which read. Wanted, 200 
men for extras in the production of Nero.. 
There were about 400 people desirous of be- 
coming Roman soldiers and if unabie to 
qualify they would be satisfied with plain 
citizenships. About 10 o’clock the crowd was 
let into the big tent and left to their own do- 
vices for a while. They soon became ac- 
qauinted with each other and much chafing 
was the result.

as the fact was announced tothe crowd bya 
self-appointed spokesman the long man was 
convinced that he was not fit for anything.

Why don’t you be a center pole?’’ shouted 
a third. In a very few minutes the long man 
decided that the fates were against him and 
that he never could getany higher than ban- 
wér-carrier.

DOr politicians, he is made the head of what 
has always been the biggest political machine 
of the Government. Thére aré more than 
150,000 employes who are more or jess directly 
under the control of the Postmaster-Goneral 
and hie big red fingers rest upon the key- 
board to which is attached the wires reaching 
out to every city and village in the country. 
I was indeed a curious appointment. Stil 
Benjamin Harrison has in John Wanamaker 
his closest ally and his strongest friend. He 
has in dim perhaps the hardest worker of his 
Oabinet and one of the strongest forces of his 
administration. Wanamaker is a maa of ideas 
and he believes in running his department on 
business principles. Ile is chated every day 
Dy the clogs which the noocessary consulta- 
tions with Senators and Representatives throw 
in his way and be says if he oould run the 
Post-office Department on his own plan he 
could make $10,000,000 a year for the Govera- 
ment.

Postmaster-Generat. Me. has little pieces of 
canvas here wh:ch have t $200 an inch, 
and I am told by an art friend of his that there 
are at cast $200,000 worth of pictuces in this 
room. Still these paintings comprize only a 
part of his collection, and he is, you know, 
the possessor of Munkacsy’s ‘‘After the Wed- 
ding,’’ which hangs onthe left wall of the 
gallery. There are more than fifty pictures 
the walls of this dall- room, and 
they are all very valuable, 
not think that some of

ship. Secretary hitney had a remarkable 
taste in art, and in his collection are many 
masterpieces.

The Post- 
master-General is a good judge of fine paint- 
ings. He has made a study of art, and can 
tell a good painting without asking the advice 
ofa picture buyer. He knows most of the 
rest artists of Parise personally, and heisa 
aunter of the studios when he is in Europe. 
The Postmaster-General and his wife have 
entertained more lavishly than any other fam- 
lly connected with the adminstration with per- 
haps the exception of the Mortons. They have 
keptopen house, have given many dinners 
and receptions and at the close of not a few of 
their parties this picture gallery ball-room 
has been thrown open for daneing. The Post- 
master-General is noted asa Sunday school 
man. He is I belleve a genuine 
Christian and his cloak of relig- 
ion has not been donned with his 
official appointment nor his business success. 
He is not so straight laced, however, as were 
our Puritan fathers, and he does not conslder 
dancing sinful. He will not use wines, how- 
ever, at bis state dinners, and he confines

to apollinaris, bawthorn water and soda. 
He believes in the observance of the Sabbath, 
and he will not allow a letter or a telegram to 
be delivered at his house on Sunday. He will 
not talk business on Sunday and there are no 
Sunday „ taken in hie house. 

He runs bis Christianity, too, on business 
principles, and hesays that ministers would 
get along better if they had more business 
act. Few people have any idea of the Chris- 
tian work which he is doing in his Sunday- 
school at Philadelphia, which he started in 
the Five Pointe’’ of that city when he was 
working on a sealary of less than that received 
by the average Government clerk. His first 
Sunday-school was held in a tent and he was 
asuccessful Sunday-school teacher when he 
was 30 vears of age, twenty years before any 
one imagined that he would be a rich man, 
and when the wildest dreamer would not 
have pointed him out as a Cabinet minister. 
Jam told that Wanamaker risked his life in 
starting this Sunday-schooi, and that the 
toughs of the Quaker City used to pelt bim 
with mud when he began with the ragged 
children and tried to influence the drunkards 
to build tp a Sunday-school. It was perhaps 
this pelting that made him work the harder, 
for Wanamaker is a fighter from the word 
go, and opposition only made him the more 
anzxiousto succeed. A man who visited his 
Sunday-school the other day was telling me 
something as to its proportions. Said he: 
‘*Wanamaker has two granite tabernacies, 
one of which is the Bethany 
Church and the other the Sun- 
day-school. There are about three 
thousand pupils in the Sunday-school and 
there are something like 800 teachers. The 
school has a magnificent * and it has an 
orchestra of thirty pieces. Wanamaker opens 
itevery Sunday and gives the children a talk. 
After be has gotten it into swing he goes 
across to the Bethany Church where he has a 
Bible class of 1,000 men and women. He talks 
to theso in the most practical way and leads 
the singing.

barmonize ; is too 
much of a civil-service man to suit 
many of them, thongh he does not believe in 
the civil service as at present constituted. He 
thinks that every Cabinet minister should 
have the right to look a man in the eye before 
he appoints him, and that clerks should be 
examined by men in the departments in 
which they are to work rather than by one 
board which examines for the whole country. 

The Senators and representatives keep the 
Postmaster-Genera!l busy until noon and itis 
1 o’clock before he gets home to his lunch. 
He comes back at3and works away steadily 
until 7 or 7:30 in the evening, doing the best 
part of his work after the rest of the clerks 
have gone. He has a number of hobbies in 
his post-office work and he is always after 
new ideas. Aman who tried to get work of 
him the other day was asked by him whether 
he bad any new ideas and what he could 
do for him, and when the man really 
showed that he had some originality 
he was at once given a job. Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker was surprised when he first 
came into office that a number of the ideas 
thathe supposed were his had been formu- 
lated and discussed by other Postmasters- 
General.

The idea in his postal telegraph scheme of 
having the complete telegraph lines do the 
business and having the post-offices merely 
deliver the messages is his own, and his 
scheme for appointing a general manager for 
the Post-office Department, who shall have a 
term of office for ten years at $10,000 a 
year, is also his. He has several 
other hobbies in addition to these and he 
works at these steadily, hammering away and 
hoping to succeed. e ls a good worker and 
he knows better than any other man in the 
Administration how to make otber men work. 
He is well liked at the Department and 
socially isa jolly good fellow. John Wana- 
maker gives away a great deal of money in 
charity every year. He gives much to Wasb- 
ington and he lias enough applications every 
day from all parts of the country to eat up ten 
times his income. I spent an hour this morn- 
ing in looking at some of the letters which 
pour in to his private secretary. They 
are from churches, Sunday-schools and in- 
dividuals and they ask for everything from a 
set of false teeth ton donation of thousands.

A Case at the Chandelieur Island Marine 
Hespital, 


NEw ORLEANS, June 9.—The press dis- 
patches Friday night brought intelligence of 
a case of yellow fever at the Chandelieur 
Island Marine Hospital Station. This station 
reports direct to Washington and is not 
Bubject to the control of the Marine Hospital 
here, consequently iittle information con- 
corning the case could be learned here. Dr. 


Carter, who has charge of the Chandelieur 
Hos ital, in a letter to Dr. Armstrong of the 
Marine Hospital service at New Orleans men- 
tioned the case. The vessel came from Rio 
De Janeiro. The remarkable feature of the 
case wae that it developed thirty-eight days 
after leaving Rio. This is claimed to be most 
unusual and adirect exception tothe theory 
that the case must develop within ten days 
after the infection is had. No further 
particuiars of the case are as yet known.

Occasional purchases haye been made else- 

where, principally of an experimental nature, 

but the results have not been such as to invite 

arepetition. Arthur L. Pangborne, a gentie- 

man largely Interested in stockbreeding in 

Pike County, said in reference to the army 

supply: Tue army now owns more Missour! 

horses three times over than animals from ail 

the other States put together. Miesour!, and 

Missouri alone, seem to produce the style of 

animal required for cavairy and general 

wagon service. This ought to open the eyes 

ot horse-buyers all over the United States to 


the fact that St. Louls is the best place in 
which to buy horses that are intended 
for general use. Kentucky raises better 
racers, and some of the New York and Iili- 
nois Norman and Percheron stock is better 
for the heaviest kind of hauling, but for 
everything between the St. Louis market 
offers a larger variety and a better quality 
than any other. I have for years sold horses 
to the cavalry, and have every season found 
it harder to get the right kind. As a matter 
of fact, inspite of the growing popularity of 
horseback riding, good saddlers are not 
nearly so easy to obtain as they were ten 
years ago. 
PUBLIC JUDGMENT 
in this respect seems to have 
distinctly deteriorated. There always were a 
number of people who looked for a horse with 
a pretty head and along tail, and were satis- 
fied if they got those, but the people who 
have made some little study of the subject 
have done far more to cause the breed- 
ing of a poor style of saddle horse than 
„those utterly ignorant. Deliver me from 
having anything todo with judges of horses 
who have learned all they know from the 
race-track and sporting publications and 
pictures. They know the points of a horse 
well enough, in some cases astonishingly well, 
but they are ‘only the points of a race- horse 
and do not apply to animals for general sad- 
die use. They do not appreciate the fact that 
a racer is good for no other purpose and that 
many of the points absolutely requisite for 
a good performer on the turf are detrimental 
to his use as A saddle horse, 
properly so considered. These people 
should be present when an army horse board 
ie making ite selection, and they would learn 
a thing or two of value to them. 
WHAT THE CAVALRY WANT 
is a short-coupled, quick-moving, active 
horse, that is compactiy and strongly bullt, 
and that can stand exposure and irregular 
riding. The long-hbeaded, greyhbound-like 
racers that many city people seem to fancy, 
are never taken by them. A long backed 
horse, ifridden many hours a day, will be 
very likely to show signs of kidney troubles, 
and such animals are never bought by anyone 
who wants a good general sacdie horse, and 
knows one when he sees it. The very best 
saddle horse for ordinary usethat this coun: 
try can produce is bred in Missouri. The 
Kentucky people willbe inclined to dispute 
this, butthe popularity of the racehorse in 
that State has injured its stock for other pur- 
oses. Thesame influences are cauSing our 
Ilesourt horses to deteriorate in some *coun- 
ties. 
BREEDERS ARE TIRED 

of producing an animal that is perfectly 
suited for ite work, and having it passed over 
fora weedy, e balf- breed, that is not 
fast enough racing and is not 
fit for any other purpose, Our 
only rivals for first-class all around saddilers 
are Tennessee and Vermont. The Tennessee 
horses are excellent, but there are not many 
ofthem. The Vermont Morgans are charm- 
ing animals es long as they do not bavetocar 
ry over 140 pounds, but beyond that are likely 
to be overweighted. Ionce helped to filla 
contract for mounting an entire regiment of 
calvary withthem, butthat experiment was 
the last of its kind, as the horses, although 
well puilt and active, near not quick 
enough on their legs. In spite 
of the fact that the popular demand for ead- 
die horses of an inferior type has in a meas- 
ure run down our Missouri stock, we have 
till te best animals of their class in the 
country. For this we are largely indebted to 
the Government, as the purchaseg made by it 
have encouraged the breeding of suitable 
animals.’’

A WARM FIGHT. 


The Row Among the Trust and Anti-Trust 
Distilleries. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 9.—Mr. J. Iler, the 
well-known brewer, returned from Chicago 
yesterday, where he has been for the last 
week looking into matters pertaining tothe 
coming war between the distilleries in the 
corporation known as the Distillers & Cattle 


Feeders Trust and those not in accord with it. 
The indications point to a warm fight between 
these, and it la stated the distilleries not in 
the trust are * ery to carry the war into 
Africa. With plenty of capital and plans 
partially perfected the anti-trust fellows say 
they will soon be in position to cope with the 
— of the trust, both as to quantity and 
price. 

To attain this end they are formulatiing 
plans and raising capital, says Mr. Iler, tor the 
erection of two great distilleries, which will 
have almost as great a capacity asthe com- 
bined distilleries of the trust. It is proposed 
to erecttwo distilleries at a cost of $2,000,000 
each. Their joint capacity willbe about 20,- 
000 bushels of grain daily, which will be great 
enough to cope withthe combined output of 
the trust product north of the Ohio River. The 
location ofthe distilleries is not yet agreed 
upon. but it 1e likely that Kansas City will se- 
cure one ofthem. One of the capitalists di- 
rectly interested is in Europe. Immediately 
upon bis return it is asserted that the war will 
be on and that the distilleries will be erected 
and ready for work within sixty days.
